The East Michigan pike trip, which | 
for the past five years has been an! 
annual feature in the good roads 
boosting propasition, will leave De- 
troit, for Mackinaw and Sault Ste. 
Marie on July 6, stopping at Saginaw, 
Tawas Beach, Alpena, Mackinaw City: 
and the Soo one night each on the 
way up and at Cheboygan, Grayling; 
and Saginaw on the return trip. 

Stops will also be made at the var- 
ious towns enroute, at which speak- 
ers will give the reasons why every 
community should be interested in 
good roads. Business men at the 
cities where over-night stops are tx! 
be made are preparing to entertain 
the tourists in a fitting manner. | 

The prospects are that this tour 
will be the biggest and most enjov- 
able of any so far held. Already 30 
automobiles have been entered and 
about 150 men have signified their in- 
tention of making the trip. It has al- 
so been proposed to invite the ladies 
to accompany them this time, and if 
this is done the number on the tour 
will be nearly doubled.

Buchanan, fifteenth president of the 
United States, was born at Stoney 
Batter, Pa.

He 
won and was Inaugurated on March 4, 
1857. His administration. which came 
directly before the outbreak of the 
Civil war. was generally thought to be 
overlenient toward the activities. of 
the southern leaders. On February 4, 
during the last month of Buchanan's 
term in 1861, the Confederate States of 
America, formed ‘of the states which 
had seceded from the Union, was or- 
ganized at Montgomery, Ala., Buch- 
apap died at the age of 77 at Wheat: 
land, Pa., in 1868.
